ARTICL  ’  1. 

A*  nart  of  tho  rayr^r*  agairst  Gerran  eoods  imported  into 
Japan  vrdcr  "'‘or-al  tr**  .cacti ons" ,  orovided  in  Article  1  of  the 
Trade  Treaty,  shall  bo  o^ooi'tod  through  t  o  freely  accssable 
foreier  exchange*,  according  to  the  i-ual  forms  of  irte-ratioral 
oaynert. 

The  remaining  part  o'*  the  payment  agai^t  Gerran  goods 
imported  i^to  Japan  under  "fornai  transactions"  shall  bo  liquid¬ 
ated  against  payment  to  be  made  for  Japanese  roods  imported  into 
Germany  under  "Formal  transactions". 

To  exscute  tho  liquidation  mentioned  in  the  previoi'S  para¬ 
graph,  special  accounts  To.l  in  "Reich  Fork"  shall  be  establish¬ 
ed  for  the  corvenior.ee  of  tho  vokohoma  Specie  Rank  at  the  Hamburg 
Branch  of  +he  same  bark.  Payc-nt,  '’or  Japanese  products  imported 
into  Germany  under  "Formal  transactions"  shall  be  made  in  "Reich 
■  ’ark"  and  shall  be  raid  into  tho  special  account  morti-'rod 
above.  Payment  for  Gorman  roods  imported  into  Japan  under  "For¬ 
mal  transactions"  regarding  thnt  part  ment  ioned  in  the  previous 
paragraph  shall  to  rndo  from  the  previously  mentioned  account 
ir  "Reich  Fark". 


ARTICLE  2. 

Payments  made  fnor.  "A3TTI"  (Special  Accounts  within  the 
country  for  foreigners),  or  payment  made  by  means  or  private 
liquidation  transactions,  shall  rit>t  bo  recognized  as  the  payment 
made  under  "Forn-al  Transactions". 


ARTICLE  3. 

The  Government  of  ore  of  tho  two  countries  shall  issue 
permits  for  payment  Cor  foreign  exchange  permit)  necessary  for 
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the  importation  of  poods  fror  the  other  country  bound  bv  the 
Trade  Treaty  ard  If  necessary  shall  also  Issue  permits  for  irrport. 


ARTICLE  4. 

The  Issue  of  ocrrrlts  mentioned  In  the  preceding  article 
shall,  under  "Normal  transactions",  as  for  as  the  nature  of  the 
trarsactior  permits,  bo  allotted  as  ecuallv  as  nosslblo  ever 
the  space  of  a  year.

To  excel  tv  the  liquidation  rcrtin»xd  in  the  previous  paragraph, 
special  account  No ,  1 1  in' Reich  Mark"  shall  b-5  established  for 
thr  convenience  of  th*:  Yokahima  Sp  cie  Park  at  the  Harrbure  Branch 
o1"  the  same  bark,  Payrm'ut  for  Jcpanrs'  poods  mentioned  in  the 
previous  raraprnph  s' all  be  made  i*"  "Reich  f'ark"  and  shall  bo 
naid  into  the  account  mortiored  a^ovr.  Payment  for  Gerirar  poods 
shall  bo  rado  from  the  nbovi  mentioned  account  in  "Reich  Mark",

accordi^p  to  the  p*rc-'is5  nrs  of  the  proceeding  article,  shall  be 
liquidated  agairs  t  the  nnymrnt  to  be  made  for  Japanese  goods 
imported  irto  Germany  under  "Special  transactions"  wMch  are  not 
liquidated  according  to  the  provisions  or  the  pr-cedine  Article. 

To  execute  the  liquidation  mentioned  in  the  previous  para- 
pranh,  special  account  No. Ill  ir  "Reich  Mark"  shall  be  establish¬ 
ed  for  the  convenience  of  the  Yokohama  S-^cic  Park  al  the 
Hamburg  Brarch  or  the  some  bark.  Payment  for  Japanese  poods 
m.entinr~d  i'-th*'  previous  paropraph  shall  be  made  in.  "Reich  Mark", 
and  shall  be  paid  Irto  the  account  mertlor.*d  above.  Payment  for 
Gerran  goods  w'  ich  should  be  liei  idated  according  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  thf  previous  parapraDh  shall  be  made  fror  the  above 
account  in  "Reich  Mark".  Fifty  norco^t  of  the  remairine  payment 
for  German  poods  meniienod  in  th  first  paraprnnh  of  this  Article, 
shall  be  rede  from  Steel nl  Account  Mo. 4  in  "Reich  Mark",  which 
will  be  established  for  the-  convenience  of  the  Yokohama  Specie 
Bank  at  the  Hamburg  Ernrch  of  the  same  bank  by  the  Bankers 
Syndicate  of  Germany  or  the  credit  due  to  the  Yokohama  Specie  Bank.

2 ,  No.  3,  n^d  l'o.4  provided  in 
Article  1,  Article  ?,  ard  Article  6  of  this  Agreement,  as  well 
as  the  corditi-rs  fo1”  the  utilization  of  thr  so  Accounts,  shall 
be  decided  by  agreem*"  ’h.ch  shall  be  concluded  between  the 
Yokohama  Specie  Bank  and  tr.a^Heichs  Bank",  ard  the  aarooment 
shall  receive  th*  recop.-iticn  of  cor.nct-'rt  government  officials 
of  both  countries. 

ARTICLE  P. 

This  pr^s  -nt  agreement  shall  com*.  into  effect  from  the  day 
the  Trade  Treaty  takes  effect,  ard  shall  remain  valid  for  the 
same  duration  ns  the  a bove*-:ocn tiered  Treaty. 

ITnor  the  exnirntio"  or  the  term,  of  the  Trade  Treaty  or  when 
the  Treaty  is  denounced  before  th*  trrr  expires,  Special  Accounts 
Eo.  1,  No. 2,  ho.  3,  and  J«'o.4  "Roich  Mark"  provided  in  the  fore- 
roine  Articles  1,  5  and  6,  shall  be  settled  in  accordance  with 
th<  provisions  of  this  agreement.
